KIGALI AND BUTARE FALL; RPF NAMES PRIME MINISTER: 

THE CAPITAL OF KIGALI AND THE CITY OF BUTARE FELL TO THE 
RPF JULY 4 . FEARS THAT FRANCE ' S DECLARATION OF A SAFE 
HAVEN, WHICH COVERED ALMOST ALL OP THE REMAINING TERRITORY 
HELD BY GOR FORCES, WOULD LEAD TO A CLASH WITH THE RPF 
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WERE ALLAYED WHEN THE FRENCH ULTIMATELY DECIDED TO PROTECT 
A MUCH SMALLER AREA IN THE EXTREME SOUTH OF THE COUNTRY, 
ROUGHLY DEMARCATED BY THE CITIES OF CYANGUGU GIKONGORO 
AND BUTARE. A UN SOURCE IN NEW YORK INDICATED THAT THE 
RPF HAS AGREED TO RESPECT THE AREA WHICH CONTAINS AN

NIGER 

-- LABOR -UNION SUSPENDS HEALTH SERVICES, THEN BACKS DOWN: ; 

THE SOLE TRADE' UNION OF HE7U.TH AND SOCIAL WELFARE WORKERS 
(SUSAS) BANNED MINIMUM HEALTH CARE SERVICES FROM JULY 1ST 
IN SOLIDARITY WITH THE USTN GENERAL STRIKE. AFTER REPORTS 
THAT PATIENTS WERE LANGUISHING AND DYING IN HOSPITALS FOR 
LACK OF CARE AND THAT EVEN BIRTHING SERVICES WERE NOT 
AVAILABLE, SUSAS LIFTED ITS BAN EFFECTIVE JULY . 5 . IN 
THEIR COMMUNIQUE THEY REITERATED THEIR SUPPORT FOR THE 
GENERAL STRIKE. 

-- INDEFINITE GENERAL STRIKE CONTINUES: 

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE USTN APPEAR TO BE AT AN IMPASSE IN 
NEGOTIATIONS TO END THE INDEFINITE GENERAL STRIKE. THE 
USTN CONTINUES TO DEMAND A 30-50 PERCENT SALARY INCREASE 
WHICH THE GOVERNMENT (CORRECTLY) SAYS IT CANNOT SUSTAIN 
AND STILL MEET ITS COMMITMENTS TO INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
INSTITUTES . 

NIGERIA 

-- ABIOLA CHARGED WITH TREASONABLE OFFENSES: 

CHIEF M.K.O. ABIOLA, THE PRESUMED WINNER OF THE JUNE, 1993 
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ELECTIONS, WAS CHARGED WITH THREE COUNTS OF TREASONABLE 
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OFFENSES JULY 6 IN ABUJA. THESE CHARGES RESULT FROM HIS 
DECLARING HIMSELF PRESIDENT ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF LAST 
YEAR’S ANNULLED ELECTIONS. ABIOLA WILL BE HELD OVER FOR 
TRIAL ON JULY 14. IF CONVICTED, ABIOLA COULD FACE LIFE 
IMPRISONMENT. 

-- OIL AND GAS WORKERS STRIKE FOR POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
REASONS: 

THE POWERFUL NATIONAL UNION OF PETROLEUM AND NATURAL GAS 
WORKERS (NUPENG) STRUCK THE NATIONAL NIGERIAN PETROL 
COMPANY ON JULY 4. THE UNION IS ATTEMPTING TO PRESSURE 
THE MILITARY GOVERNMENT TO HAND OVER POWER TO ABIOLA AND 
TO HAVE THE GOVERNMENT HONOR ITS INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL 

COMMITMENTS . THE GOVERNMENT RESPONDED BY ARRESTING FRANK 
KOKORI, THE SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE UNION, AND BY 
DECLARING THE STRIKE ILLEGAL. 

SENEGAL 

-- "OPERATION TURQUOISE" - SENEGALESE PARTICIPATION IN 
RWANDA: 

SENEGALESE CHIEF OF ARMED FORCES STAFF, MOHAMADOU KEITA, • 

TOLD THE DCM THAT FRANCE WOULD TRANSPORT 200 OF HIS TROOPS 
TO BANGUI OR LIBREVILLE ON JULY 7 FROM DAKAR VIA 
FRENCH- CHARTERED RUSSIAN AIRCRAFT IN AN OPERATION EXPECTED 
TO CONTINUE THROUGH THE WEEKEND. SENEGAL WOULD FURNISH 
ANOTHER BATALLION OF 550-600 MEN TO UNAMIR. KEITA SAID 
THAT THE GOS WOULD REQUEST TRANSPORT AND EQUIPMENT VIA THE 
UN (CONSISTENT WITH ADVICE' WE HAD PREVIOUSLY PROVIDED TO

CONSTITUTIONAL COURT VICE-PRESIDENT SEYE, THE GOS RELEASED 
ON JULY 4 SOCIALIST DEMOCRATIC PARTY (PDS) LEADER WADE AND 
FIVE OTHERS FOR WHOM CHARGES ARE STILL FENDING. WADE MADE 
A DRAMATIC ENTRANCE AT THE EMBASSY'S FOURTH OF JULY 
P-ECEPTION TO RENDER THANKS FOR AMERICAN EFFORTS TO OBTAIN 
HIS RELEASE. PRESIDENT DIOUF HAD INTERVENED AS THE HUNGER
